Guaranteed Yearly Pay Urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
blue-ribbon com m ission recom­ 
mended to President Johnson 
and Congress today that every 
American family be guaranteed 
a minimum annual income. 
Tile annual cost of such a plan 
was said to range from $2 bil­ 
lion to $20 billion, depending on 
its scope. As many as 35 million 
A m ericans could be affected if a 
minimum 
income 
level was 
fixed at $3,000 a year. 
This was but one of dozens of 
am bitious 
recommendations 
that grew out of a year-long 
study by a 14-member National 
Commission on Technology, Au­ 
tomation and Economic Prog­ 
re ss. The group was created by 
Congress 
and 
appointed by 
Johnson to study “ technological 
unemployment 
and 
related 
problem s." 
Many of the com m ission find­ 
ings are certain to arouse con­ 
troversy. 
The guaranteed income idea 
was labeled worthy of further 
study in Johnson's economic 
report to Congress last month. 
Under the plan, tile federal gov­ 
ernm ent would make up the dif­ 


ference between a fam ily's ac­ 
tual income and a fixed mini­ 
mum standard. 
Almost every recommenda­ 
tion drew unanimous support 
from the panel, which included 
such prominent citizens of di­ 
verse 
viewpoints 
as 
board 
chairm an Thomas J . Watson J r. 
of IBM 'C orp., and W alter P. 
Reuther, president of the United 
Auto W orkers Union. 
Among the unanimous recom­ 
mendations in the 210-page re ­ 
port were these: 
— The federal government 
should become “ employer of 
la st 
re s o rt" 
for the hard- 
jobless, paying them to work in 
local hospitals, schools, police 
departm ents and other “ useful 
community 
en terp rises." 
It 
urged that 500,000 jobs be pro­ 
vided initially at a first-year 
cost of about $2 billion with 
tile program expanding steadily 
over a five-year period. 
— Every young American 
should be offered free education 
for two years after graduation 
from 
high 
school. Students 
would move on to community 
colleges or vocational schools. 


— Blue collar w orkers who 
a re now paid hourly when they 
work should be paid regular 
sa laries, like white collar em­ 
ployes, 
so they would have 
greater stability of income and 
additional fringe benefits. 


— Social Security benefits 
should be increased and public 
welfare program s should be re­ 
form ed and made more gener­ 
ous. 
— The federal government 
should set a national model 
building code and deny certain 
assistance, 
such as 
Federal 
Housing Authority m ortgages, 
to communities failing to adopt 
it. 
While predicting many prob­ 
lem s, the com mission foresaw 
startling opportunities. 
For example, it said that if all 
productivity gains in the next 20 
years were taken in the forrpof 
additional income, average per 
person earnings would increase 
from $3,181 a year to $5,802. If 
taken in added leisure, the work 
week could be cut to 22 hours or 
the standard retirem ent age 
could be lowered to 38. 


More than 200 attended a Semo 
Trade-Technical Institute Vo­ 
cational and Manpower banquet 
last night in the high school 
Cafetorium. 
John Snyder, Kansas City, field 
representative of vocational ed­ 
ucation for the United States 
departm ent of education, said 
that vocational-technical train­ 
ing was the most inexpensive 
form of education. 
He said on the national level 
it costs $450 per year per stu­ 
dent. 
“ In retention reform school 
it costs $1,800 per year per 
person. In prison it costs $3,- 
500 per y ear," he said. 
He commended Sikeston's ad­ 
m inistration and facilities:

The index is determ ined by 
taking the cube root of a per­ 
son's weight and then dividing it 
into the height in Inches. 
For example, one table, com­ 
puted by the traditional actuari­ 
al method says that a man over 
25, 5 feet IO, with a large frame 
should not allow him self to 
weigh m ore than 179 pounds. 
But by the Seltzer Index he 
may weigh 216 and still not re­ 
duce his chances for alongllfe. 
For a woman, 5-foot-3, with a 
large fram e, the actuarial table 
lis ts 142. 
But Seltzer 
says she can 
weigh 157.

Africans Look Siren Blasts Cut Dexter 
In For Way UN 
Can Stop War Bird Numbers One Third

New snow ranging from flur­ 
ries to two inches or so fell to­ 
day almost unnoticed in the 
drift-laden East where digging 
out by snowbound dwellers con­ 
tinued. 
Another night of cold pushed 
freezing temperatures as far 
south as northern Florida, but 
there was little threat to fruit 
and vegetable crops which sur­ 
vived even lower temperatures 
early in the week. 
In the Far West, a vigorous 
new storm brought rain, and 
gale 
warnings 
were posted 
along the north Pacific Coast 
from Half Moon Bay in North­ 
ern California to Tatoosh Is­ 
land, Wash. 
New frigid air moved south 
across the Canadian border Into 
the upper Plains with 20-below- 
zero tem peratures. 
A state of emergency contin­ 
ued in Oswego, N.Y., on the 
shore of Lake Ontario, where 
102 inches of snow accumulation 
had 
blown into 20-to-30«foot 
drifts. 
Main arteries in Oswego and 
in Syracuse which had 55 inches 
of snowtell from one of the cen­ 
tury's worst storm onslaughts 
were open, but officials said it 
would l*e at least Friday before 
most 
secondary streets and 
highways could be made passa­ 
ble. 
In hard-hit Maryland where 23 
weather deaths were reported, 
most schools remained closed. 
Accumulations in Maryland 
ranged up to 56 inches in Frost­ 
burg, and drifts were heavy in 
many sections. 
More titan IOO persons ma­ 
roon ad in western New Jersey's 
Hunterdon County spent their 
fourth night with diminishing 
food and fuel supplies amid 15- 
foot drifts. 
In the

But a non-African specu­ 
lated that the Africans might 
eventually submit a resolution 
calling fora reduction of hostili­ 
ties and a new Geneva confer­ 
ence on Viet Nam without ad­ 
vance conditions. 
The United States already has 
a resolution before the council 
calling for unconditional discus­ 
sions among Interested govern­ 
ments to arrange a conference 
to secure application of the 1954 
and 1962 Geneva agreements on 
Indochina. But the U. S. resolu 
tion is expected to run into a 
Soviet veto if It goes to a vote 
as it stands.

Pop Flashbulb to Bug Birds 


MOODY AIR FORCE BASE, 
Ga. (AP) — The Air Force 
popped a gigantic "flashbulb" 
Wednesday night that it hopes 
will mean bye bye blackbird 
and so long starling. 
As a result of the blinding 
flash an estimated four million 
birds may be seeing purple 
spots 
In their usual haunts 
around Moody Air Force Base 
today. 
The 500 • million candlepower 
photo-flash bomb, which shook 


the buildings slightly, was de­ 
signed only to rattle the birds. 
Moody authorities said the birds 
are a hazard to aviation at the 
base. 
Observers said the bomb, a 
device used by the Air Force for 
night aerial photography, lit up 
the sky sim ilar to a gigantic 
flashbulb. 
The targets of the bombs are 
an estimated four million mi­ 
gratory birds, mainly starlings 
and blackbirds, which camp in 


a swampy section east of a run­ 
way. 
The technique grew out of a 
discussion of the bird problem 
by ordnance experts, base offi­ 
cials and representatives ofthe 
U. S, Fish and Wildlife Division. 
"Within 
the past 
three 
months,” a base spokesman 
said, "we've had 17 reports of 
birds striking aircraft. One of 
these caused extensive damage 
which almost resulted in the 
loss of a plane." 
I Guaranteed Yearly Pay Urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
blue-ribbon commission recom­ 
mended to President Johnson 
and Congress today that every 
American family be guaranteed 
a minimum annual income. 
Hie annual cost of such a plan 
was said to range from $2 bil­ 
lion to $20 billion, depending on 
its scope. As many as 35 million 
Americans could be affected if a 
minimum 
income level was 
fixed at $3,000 a year. 
This was but one of dozens of 
ambitious 
recommendations 
that grew out of a year-long 
study by a 14-member National 
Commission on Technology, Au­ 
tomation and Economic Prog­ 
ress. The group was created by 
Congress 
and 
appointed by 
Johnson to study "technological 
unemployment 
and 
related 
problem s." 
Many of the commission find­ 
ings are certain to arouse con­ 
troversy. 
The guaranteed income idea 
was labeled worthy of further 
study in Johnson's economic 
report to Congress last month. 
Under tile plan, tile federal gov­ 
ernment would make up the dif­ 


ference between a temily's ac­ 
tual income and a fixed mini­ 
mum standard. 
Almost every recommenda­ 
tion drew unanimous support 
from the panel, which included 
such prominent citizens of di­ 
verse 
viewpoints 
as 
board 
chairman Thomas J. Watson Jr. 
of IBM 'Corp., and Walter P. 
Reuther, president ofthe United 
Auto Workers Union. 
Among the unanimous recom­ 
mendations in the 210-page re­ 
port were these: 
— The federal government 
should become "employer of 
last reso rt" 
for the hard- 
jobless, paying them to work In 
local hospitals, schools, police 
departments and other "useful 
community 
enterprises." 
It 
urged that 500,000 jobs tie pro­ 
vided initially at a first-year 
cost of about $2 billion with 
the program expanding steadily 
over a five-year period. 
— Every young American 
should be offered free education 
for two years after graduation 
from 
high 
school. Students 
would move on to community 
colleges or vocational schools. 


— Blue collar workers who 
are now paid hourly when they 
work should be paid regular 
salaries, like white collar em­ 
ployes, 
so they would have 
greater stability of income and 
additional fringe t»eneflts. 


— Social Security benefits 
should be increased and public 
welfare program s should here- 
formed and made more gener­ 
ous. 
— The federal government 
should set a national model 
building code and deny certain 
assistance, 
such as 
Federal 
Housing Authority mortgages, 
to communities telling to adopt 
It. 
While predicting many prob­ 
lem s, the commission foresaw 
startling opportunities. 
For example, it said that if all 
productivity gains in the next 20 
years were taken in the foripof 
additional income, average per 
person earnings would increase 
from $3,181 a year to $5,802. If 
taken in added leisure, the work 
week could be cut to 22 hours or 
the standard retirement age 
could t>e lowered to 38.

Trade-Technical Institute Vo­ 
cational and Manpower banquet 
last night in the high school 
Cafetorium. 
John Snyder, Kansas City, field 
representative of vocational ed­ 
ucation for the United States 
department of education, said 
that vocational-technical train­ 
ing was the most Inexpensive 
form of education. 
He said on the national level 
it costs $450 per year per stu­ 
dent. 
“ In retention reform school 
it costs $1,800 per year per 
person. In prison it costs $3,-

GUARDING YOUR HUSBAND’S HEART 
The heart you save may be -- your hus­ 
band’s, says the Missouri Heart Association. 
Now, even more than in your courting days, 
you hold the key to his heart, and to the health 
of his heart. 
This is not meant to put wives on the spot, 
nor to saddle them with guilt complexes about 
their responsibility for their husband’s well­ 
being. But our new and ever-growing knowledge 
of the correlation between certain environmental 
factors and the likelihood of getting a heart 
attack presents us with the opportunity to control 
these factors to some extent, and thereby 
reduce the risk. 
For example, you can’t do very much about 
the tensions and pressures your husband en­ 
counters in his work environment. But you can 
make it a point not to add to them when he 
comes home. 
And home is where his heart is — about 70 


per cent of the time. 
Then there’s the question of what he eats— 
for which you are primarily responsible. The 
pundit who said the surest way to a man’s 
heart is via his stomach did not have heart 
attacks in mind, but you should. 
For evidence is growing that the diet of the 
American people is a major factor contributing 
to the high coronary heart disease death rate 
in our country — chiefly our consumption of 
foods high in saturated (animal) fats and choles­ 
terol. And statistics show that American men 
at age 50 have a heart attack death rate five 
times as high as that for women of the same 
age. You can help lower these odds for your 
husband. 
While you’re substituting vegetable oils and 
other polyunsaturated fats for animal fats in 
cooking and at the table, you and your children 
will reap long-range benefits: lower blood levels 
of cholesterol and other fats and a lower risk 
of developing coronary atherosclerosis — the 
disease that clogs the arteries feeding the heart 
muscle and sets the stage for heart attacks. 
Your husband may be risking a heart attack 
on other fronts as well. Does he hold down a 
swivel chair at a desk all day, and an arm chair 
in front of the TV set all evening? Does he 
drive to the corner store for a pack of cigarettes? 
And how many packs a day does he smoke? 
There are at least two high-risk elements in 
that picture, and a third if he is smoking heavily 
because of tension. 
And there may be another hidden risk or two, 
not visible to the naked eye: for example, high 
blood pressure or diabetes. Only a medical 
examination 
can disclose these and other sig­ 
nificant conditions; regular checkups can catch 
them early enough to treat before they do serious 
damage. 
So, if your husband hasn’t been feeling up to 
par lately, or even if he has, a wifely suggestion 
might be in order. You might hint gently that 
the time has come for him to get a complete 
medical checkup, or better yet, take matters 
into your own hands and make an appointment 
for him. It’s good insurance.

investigation which the Florida 
congressm an lias been itching 
for some time to sta rt. He has 
in mind digging into new medi­ 
cines which may have been put 
on the 
market without suffi­ 
cient testing, and other alleged 
derelictions on the part of the 
Food and Drug Adm inistration, 
one of the agencies Gardner in­ 
herited. 
Hie new HEW boss, however, 
appeared ready for the investi­ 
gation. One of the chief pur­ 
poses of his meeting at

Some people today seem to 
imagine that the chief function 
of education is to provide the 
student with a bag of trick s. 
The chief complaint of such 
people is that the schools are 
not teaching the trick s well 
enough-or are teaching most­ 
ly 19th century 
tricks when 
they should be teaching slick, 
20th century tric k s.”

People’s Party will be one of 
many peace parties which are 
proliferating as the bombing of 
the Viet Cong, north and south, 
is escalating. 
Some of the peace parties will 
be honest and dedicated. The 
People’s 
Party 
will 
be 
dedicated 
— to the 
Soviet 
Union. 
The secret preparatory meet­ 
ing was held over at the Com­ 
munist P arty’s building on W. 
26 St. Some 80 full-tim e Party 
functionaries were summoned 
from the organization’s 21 dis­ 
tric ts. 
They 
were instructed, dur­ 
ing 
the 
day-long 
session, 
bv Communist Party leader Gus 
Hall, 
who takes to the word 
“ revolutionists” as M arat took 
to hot baths. 
This People’s 
Party 
must 
basically be a labor party o r­ 
ganization, though there must 
be a co-m inglingof rural work­ 
e rs, intellectuals, 
and ultra­ 
left - wing 
Negro activists. 
These descriptions are Hall’s. 
This Brezhnev of American 
Communism told the gathering 
of new youth officials, all na­ 
tional officers of the 
Com­ 
munist Party and several care­ 
fully chosen m em bers of its Na­ 
tional 
Com mittee, that they 
“ must concentrate on the work­ 
ing class in the U.S., and must 
involve laborers 
and 
trade 
unionists in the campaign for 
peace in Viet Nam.” 
There was 
an urgency about 
the secret session. There was a 
fear that other peace parties 
would move in before the Com­ 
m unists’ 
official

could control them and that 
they would pre-em pt the fi. ld.

Griffin L abor-Management Act 
which banned Communists from 
holding union office was

constitutional. 
The appellant was self-avowed 
Communist 
Archie Brown, a 
leader of the West 
Coast In­ 
ternational 
Longshoremen’s 
and W arehousemen’s 
Union, 
whose 
national 
president is 
Harry Bridges. 
Some months later M r. Brown 
was elected 
to the 31-man 
Executive Committee of 
that 
union’s Local IO. 
Furtherm ore, 
the Court also 
ruled later that the law which 
would force Communist Party 
m em bers to 
reg ister with the 
Attorney General was uncon­ 
stitutional. Thus, Gus Hall and 
his high command decided that 
the Party now could 
turn its 
concentration strategy back on 
the labor movement.

GUARDING YOUR HUSBAND’S HEART 
The heart you save may be — your hus­ 
band’s, says the Missouri Heart Association. 
Now, even more than in your courting days, 
you hold the key to his heart, and to the health 
of his heart. 
This is not meant to put wives on the spot, 
nor to saddle them with guilt complexes about 
their responsibility for their husband’s well­ 
being. But our new and ever-growing knowledge 
of the correlation between certain environmental 
factors and the likelihood of getting a heart 
attack presents us with the opportunity to control 
these factors to some extent, and thereby 
reduce the risk. 
For example, you can’t do very much about 
the tensions and pressures your husband en­ 
counters in his work environment. But you can 
make it a point not to add to them when he 
comes home. 
And home is where his heart is - - about 70 


per cent of the time. 
Then there’s the question of what he eats— 
for which you are primarily responsible. The 
pundit who said the surest way to a man’s 
heart is via his stomach did not have heart 
attacks in mind, but you should. 
For evidence is growing that the diet of the 
American people is a major factor contributing 
to the high coronary heart disease death rate 
in our country — chiefly our consumption of 
foods high in saturated (animal) fats and choles­ 
terol. And statistics show that American men 
at age 50 have a heart attack death rate five 
tim es as high as that for women of the same 
age. You can help lower these odds for your 
husband. 
While you’re substituting vegetable oils and 
other polyunsaturated fats for animal fats in 
cooking and at the table, you and your children 
will reap long-range benefits: lower blood levels 
of cholesterol and other fats and a lower risk 
of developing coronary atherosclerosis — the 
disease that clogs the arteries feeding the heart 
muscle and sets the stage for heart attacks. 
Your husband may lie risking a heart attack 
on other fronts as well. Docs he hold down a 
swivel chair at a desk all day, and an arm chair 
in front of the TV set all evening? Does he 
drive to the corner store for a pack of cigarettes? 
And how many packs a day does he smoke? 
There are at least two high-risk elements in 
that picture, and a third if he is smoking heavily 
because of tension. 
And there may be another hidden risk or two, 
not visible to the naked eye: for example, high 
blood pressure or diabetes. Only a medical 
examination 
can disclose these and other sig­ 
nificant conditions; regular checkups can catch 
them early enough to treat before they do serious 
damage. 
So, if your husband hasn’t been feeling up to 
par lately, or even if he has, a wifely suggestion 
might be in order. You might hint gently that 
the time has come for him to get a complete 
medical checkup, or better yet, take matters 
into your own hands and make an appointment 
for him. It’s good insurance.

G ardner, as president of the 
C arnegie Corporation, used to 
tell hts colleagues; "The most 
im portant characteristic of a 
live-w lre governmental system 
is that it has builtin provisions 
for vigorous criticism .” 
Chairman Harley Staggers, 
D-W, Va., new boss 
of the 
House Interstate and Foreign 
Com m erce com m ittee, cam e to 
G ardner's rescue. He told the 
new secretary of HEW that the 
com m ittee would give him more 
tim e to get established before 
letting Rogers turn loose 
an 
investigation which the H o n d a 
congressm an has been itching 
for some tim e to sta rt. He has

— to the 
Soviet 
Union. 
H ie secret preparatory m eet­ 
ing was held over at the Com­ 
munist P arty's building on W. 
26 St. Some 80 full-tim e Party 
functionaries were summoned 
from the organization's 21 dis­ 
tric ts. 
They 
were instructed, dur­ 
ing 
the 
day-long 
session, 
bv Communist Party leader Gus 
Hall, who takes to the word 
"revolutionists” as M arat took 
to hot baths. 
This People's 
Party 
must 
basically be a labor party o r­ 
ganization, though there m ust 
be a co-m lnglingof ru ral work­ 
e rs , intellectuals, 
and ultra- 
left - wing 
Negro activists. 
T hese descriptions are H ail's. 
This Brezhnev of American 
Communism told the gathering 
of new youth officials, all na­ 
tional officers of the 
Com­ 
munist Party and several care­ 
fully chosen m em bers of Its Na­ 
tional 
Com mittee, that they 
"m ust concentrate on the work­ 
ing class in the U.S., and must 
involve laborers 
and 
trade 
unionists in the campaign for 
peace in Viet Nam,” 
H iere was 
an urgency at>out 
the secret session. There was a 
fear that other peace parties 
would move in before the Com­ 
m unists'

could control them and that 
they would pre-em pt the field.

Griffin Labor-M anagement Act 
which banned Communists from 
holding union office was

constitutional. 
The appellant was self-avowed 
Communist 
Archie Brown, a 
leader of the West 
Coast In­ 
ternational 
Longshorem en's 
and W arehousem en's 
Union, 
whose 
national 
president is 
Harry B ridges. 
Some months later Mr. Brown 
was elected 
to the 31-man 
Executive Committee of 
that 
union's Local IO. 
F urtherm ore, 
the Court also 
ruled later that the law which

stitutional. Thus, Gus Hall and 
his high command decided that 
the Party now could 
turn its 
concentration strategy back on 
the labor movement.

c ro p s in F lorida and T exas, 
and heavy snows cut movem ent 
of food supplies throughout the 
E ast and M idwest. They cam e 
a fte r bad w eather in C alifornia 
and A rizona. 
The freeze in F lorida w as the 
w o rst since 1962. About 58 m il­ 
lion boxes of o ran g es and 20 
m illion of g rap efru it still re ­ 
main to be h arv ested .

NEW YORK (AP) — Weather 
poked an icy finger through 
food budgets this week, cutting 
supplies and raising prices in 
some areas. 
“ Everything 
has 
been 
up 
since 
the 
blizzard 
Sunday 
night," a New York wholesaler 
said. Referring to the big storm 
that brought snow and severe 
cold to the South and East. 
“ There is little merchandise 
available. Railroad tracks have 
been 
blocked, 
and 
trucks 
haven’t 
been 
able 
to 
get 
through. It is reflected in all 
produce prices this week. All 
commodities out of Florida are 
likely to be up four or five 
weeks, or until people get tired 
of paying high prices and turn 
to canned food," he said. 
Freezing 
weather damaged 
crops in Florida and Texas, 
and heavy snows cut movement 
of food supplies throughout the 
East and Midwest. They came 
after bad weather in California 
and Arizona. 
The freeze in Florida was the 
worst since 1962. About 58 mil­ 
lion boxes of oranges and 20 
million of grapefruit still re­ 
main to be harvested. 
Some canners, anticipating a 
heavy crop loss, raised frozen 
orange juice concentrate prices 
at once. 
Potatoes, tomatoes, cucum­ 
bers, squash, sweet corn, young 
sugar cane, watermelons and 
straw berries 
suffered exten­ 
sive damage. 
Weather also slowed the cit­ 
rus harvest in the Rio Grande 
Valley of Texas. 
Heavy snow curtailed move­ 
ment of potatoes and eggs to 
New York and Chicago. Egg 
prices went up 2 to 4 cents a 
dozen in New York.

straight v i c t o r y Wednesday 
night. 
It was a remarkable repeat 
victory for the nationally sec­ 
ond-ranked Wildcats over the 
third-ranked 
Commodores in 
that it came on Vanderbilt’s 
home court in Nashville. Ute 
Commodores 
had vowed re­ 
venge after their 96-83 rout on 
Kentucky’s home court Jan. 13. 
Instead Kentucky put on its 
finest performanc e of the sea­ 
son paced by tile 42 points 
scored by ouie lum pier, a six- 
foot junior from Indianapolis. 
The Wildcats riddled the Van­ 
derbilt defense and at one time 
led by 23points,79-56. 
“ Kentucky is undoubtedly the 
finest team that I’ve seen while- 
I’ve been at Vanderbilt,’’ said 
Roy Skinner, tile Commodore 
coach. “ And I’ve never seen 
anything to equal the shooting 
of lum pier. Kentucky’s aggres­ 
siveness and speed seemed to 
make futile anything we tried to 
do to stop them.” 
Rupp, who now has won 736 
games against only 150 defeats 
in his 36 years of coaching, re­ 
ceived a remarkable tribute at 
the end of the game.

Fishing Facts 


While 
bass fishermen re­ 
portedly outnumber anglers who 
seek trout, the cold water prod­ 
ucts of mountain stream s and 
lakes are a main reason for the 
annual summer migration 
to 
northern areas. 
And, 
say the fishing ex­ 
perts, this is the time of year 
to lay plans for the season’s 
outings and to learn something 
about the fish that almost al­ 
ways plays 
an important role 
in a northern or 
western va­ 
cation. 
In general, most families will 
find either cutthroats, browns, 
rainbows 
or 
brook 
trout 
filling their creels. 
These trout follow 
sim ilar 
patterns In their habits and are 
accessible 
to everyone in the 
family. 
They frequent under­ 
cut banks, root tangles, shaded 
pools 
and feed on rocky bot­ 
toms that harbor 
aquatic in­ 
sects. 
Trout less 
than one- 
half pound prefer flies, worms, 
small 
minnows 
and small 
crustaceans while larger fish 
add crayfish, mollusks, frogs 
and small fish to their diet. 
Water temperature is of vital 
concern. 
When surface water 
is between 33 and 50 degrees, 
they lie in the depths. Spring 
holes 
will usually be warmer 
than surrounding water during 
. the early season 
and cooler 
during the warm days of Aug­ 
ust — always good spots to look 
for trout. 
When 
the water 
warms above 50 degrees, fish 
become more active and aquatic 
insects start hatching, the clue 
to use artificial 
wet 
flies. 
Temperatures between 55 and 
68 degrees 
are best 
for dry 
flies — fish In shallow riffles 
and 
around cover. Above this 
temperature 
most 
trout get 
uncomfortable, 
stay deep and 
feed 
at night on natural baits. 
The authorities say these are 
only tips; when you deal with 
fish, no one can guarantee re ­ 
sults!

What is a high school coach? 
He is many things to many 
people. First, he is a man who 
lives in a pressure cooker. 
The pressure comes from try ­ 
ing to compete and win. If he 
doesn’t win, the sideline ex­ 
perts produce the pressure by 
making it hot for him. If he 
does win, the pressure builds 
as more victories are sought. 
He is a man accustomed to 
late, and sometimes cold, sup­ 
pers after a late practice. He 
is the man who comes trudging 
home late, the wee hours, fol­ 
lowing a long road trip. 
Generally a family man, he 
is a husband and father who 
sees little of his brood during 
the season of his sport. They 
don’t 
like his absence and 
neither does he. 
Somehow, 
though, the family becomes re ­ 
signed to the fact that dad has 
a job to do and because of it 
he won’t be around much. 
At some juncture in his career, 
however, he suddenly realizes 
the wife is getting grey and the 
kids grown up. Where did all 
those years go to? 
As an athletic coach, the man 
must be rooted deeply in the 
fundamentals of the sport he 
is trying to teach. Beyond that, 
he 
must 
be an 
amateur 
psychologist, father confessor, 
a diplomat, and often a baby­ 
sitter. 
All coaches are human, but on 
occasion are expected to be 
superhuman. He must lead an 
exemplary life off the court 
o r athletic field and always 
champion the cause of good J 
sportsmanship. 
Some coaches thrive on the 
pressure. Others become old 
fast because of it. At the high 
school level the coach is a 
teacher first and a coach after 
hours. 
Most schools pay an extra 
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stipend for coaching. But a man Illinois No. I 
is not hired just to coach. He 
must be a qualified teacher 
first, 
instructing 
in 
math 
chemistry or some other aca 
demic subject. 
He may be a top-notch teacher 
with a so-so coaching record, 
but it is the latter he hears 
most about because his teams 
are always on display, good or 
bad. 
Some fellow faculty members 
may hold him in contempt, but 
he soon comes to understand 
this is the price he pays for 
occasionally having a team good 
enough to get the headlines or 
attract attention of the public. 
The coach discovers early that 
athletic fame is fleeting. Last 
year’s 
championship doesn’t 
count when a new season rolls 
around. This, too, must be im­ 
parted to his athletes. And how 
do you go about telling a boy 
that the trophies of yesterday 
are already tarnished? 
A bleak job? To some extent, 
yes. But there are rewards 
in coaching. Helping to develop 
boys is the basic challenge and 
worthy of the best a man has 
to offer. 
While winning the next game 
is the immediate goal, the real 
satisfaction for a coach doesn’t 
come until later — when the 
athletes are out on their own. 
When 
an ex-athlete remem­ 
bers something his old high 
school coach said or did and 
this helps him along the way, 
the pressure, long hours, and 
cold suppers have paid off.

Fishing Facts 


While 
bass fishermen re­ 
portedly outnumber anglers who 
seek trout, the cold water prod­ 
ucts of mountain stream s and 
lakes are a main reason for the 
annual summer migration 
to 
northern areas. 
And, 
say the fishing ex­ 
perts, this is the time of year 
to lay plans for the season's 
outings and to learn something 
about the fish that almost al­ 
ways plays 
an important role 
in a northern or 
western va­ 
cation. 
In general, most families will 
find either cutthroats, browns, 
rainbows 
or 
brook 
trout 
filling their creels. 
These trout follow 
sim ilar 
patterns in their habits and are 
accessible 
to everyone in the 
family. 
They frequent under­ 
cut banks, root tangles, shaded 
pools 
and feed on rocky bot­ 
toms that harbor 
aquatic in­ 
sects. 
Trout less 
than one- 
half pound prefer flies, worms, 
sm all 
minnows 
and sm all 
crustaceans while larger fish 
add crayfish, mollusks, 
frogs 
and small fish to their diet. 
Water temperature is of vital 
concern. 
When surface water 
is between 33 and 50 degrees, 
they lie in the depths. Spring 
holes 
will usually be warmer 
than surrounding water during 
. the early season 
and cooler 
during the warm days of Aug­ 
ust — always good spots to look 
for trout. 
When 
the water 
warms above 50 degrees, fish 
become more active and aquatic 
insects start hatching, the clue 
to use artificial 
wet 
flies. 
Temperatures between 55 and 
68 degrees 
are best 
for dry 
flies — fish in shallow riffles 
and 
around cover. Above this 
temperature 
most 
trout get 
uncomfortable, 
stay deep and 
feed 
at night on natural baits. 
The authorities say these are 
only tips; Millen you deal with 
fish, no one can guarantee re­ 
sults!

At some juncture in his career, 
however, he suddenly realizes 
the wife is getting grey and the 
kids grown up. Where did all 
those years go to? 
As an athletic coach, the man 
must be rooted deeply in the 
fundamentals of the sport he 
is trying to teach. Beyond that, 
he 
must 
be an 
amateur 
psychologist, father confessor, 
a diplomat, and often a baby­ 
sitter. 
All coaches are human, but on 
occasion are expected to be 
superhuman. He must lead an 
exemplary life off the court 
or athletic field and always 
champion the cause of good 
sportsmanship. 
Some coaches thrive on the 
pressure. Others become old 
fast because of it. At the high 
school level the coach is a 
teacher first and a coach after 
hours. 
Most schools pay an extra 


stipend for coaching. But a man 
is not hired just to coach. He 
must be a qualified teacher 
first, 
instructing 
in 
math, 
chemistry or some other aca­ 
demic subject. 
He may be a top-notch teacher 
with a so-so coaching record, 
but it is the latter he hears 
most about because his teams 
are always on display, good or 
bad. 
Some fellow faculty members 
may hold him in contempt, but 
he soon comes to understand 
this is the price he pays for 
occasionally having a team good 
enough to get the headlines or 
attract attention of the public. 
The coach discovers early that 
athletic fame is fleeting. Last 
year's 
championship 
doesn't 
count when a nev. season rolls 
around. This, too, must be im ­ 
parted to his athletes. And how 
do you go about telling a boy 
that the trophies of yesterday 
are already tarnished? 
A bleak job? To some extent, 
yes. 
But there are rewards 
in coaching. Helping to develop 
boys is the basic challenge and 
worthy of the best a man has 
to offer. 
While winning the next game 
Is the immediate goal, the real 
satisfaction for a coach doesn't 
come until later — when the 
athletes are out on their own. 
When 
an ex-athlete remem­ 
bers something his old high 
school coach said or did and 
this helps him along the way, 
the pressure, long hours, and 
cold suppers have paid off. 
This is a high school coach.

Rebuilt by Sir Christopher Wren, in 1677, ofter the Great Fire 


CHURCH OF ST. MARY ALDERMANBURY, as it appeared in 1941. Its 
walls and supporting pillars are all that remain after its interior was gutted 
by an incendiary bomb during the battle of Britain in 1941. By 1966, the 
historic church will begin a new life on the Westminister College campus, 
Fulton, Mo,, as a non-sectarian chapel and library, when it is fully r e ­ 
stored, stone-by-stone, 
as a permanent American memorial to Sir Win­ 
ston Churchill and his famous “ Iron Curtain” speech there. The original 
St. Mary Aldermanbury was built in the twelfth century, resting on the 
corner 
of the Roman wall which defended the Old City of London. It 
was destroyed in the great fire of 1666 and replaced by this building, 
designed and built by the English architect, Sir Christopher Wren. Wren 
is 
best known for his restoration of St. Paul’s cathedral a few minutes 
walk from St. Mary’s and also ruined in the great fire.

After three weeks of p ra ctica l­ 
ly no legislative activity, the 
Second Session of the 89th Con­ 
g r e ss , 
which reconvened on 
January 
IO, is about to settle 
down 
to work. 
On Thursday, 
January 
27, the first quorum 
call (with the exception of the 
opening day) revealed that 329 
out of the 425 m em bers of the 
House 
were 
present. 
On the 
sam e day, during the adoption 
of several resolutions, author­ 
izing funds for standing com ­ 
m ittees, a second roll < all by a 
vote of 299-24 approved $425,- 
000 
for continuing investiga­ 
tions by the Un-Am erican Ac­ 
tivities Com mittee. Last year 
43 voted against this authoriza­ 
tion. 
During the • first three weeks. 
President 
Johnson, after de­ 
livering his State oi the Union 
m essage before a Joint Session 
of C ongress, which was te le ­ 
vised, sent nine other messages 
to C ongress, which will form 
the basis for future legislation. 
Th ere are still other messages 
to 
com e, 
indicating 
that the 
President has suggested awork 
load for Congress which will 
make it most difficult, if not 
im possible, to adjourn at the 
early date (not later than July) 
indicated last year, when Con­ 
g r e ss remained in session until 
October 23. 
In his State of the Union m e s­ 
sage and again in his Budget 
m essag e, the President says he 
is 
requesting an increase in 
expenditures for domestic pro­ 
gram s 
of 
only $000 million, 
and despite the in creases e s ti­ 
mated for the war in Vietnam, 
he predicts an overall deficit 
in the Administrative budget of 
only $1.8 billion. Frankly, Your 
Representative 
believes the 
President is overly optimistic, 
and that the only way this deficit 
can be held to this relatively 
sm all 
figure 
is 
either by a 
g reater increase in taxes than 
has been recommended by the 
President, or by cutting back- 
on 
program s 
authorized last 
year, and withholding approval 
of new program s recommended 
for this year. 
If congressional mail is any 
indication, which I believe it 
is, concern over the conduct of 


the war in Vietnam is mount­ 
ing daily, and the 
President, 
within the next few days, will 
be forced to announce his deci­ 
sion on what our p o lic y is to 
be. 
In my opinion he has two 
alternatives: Either step up the 
bombing 
to 
include strategic 
ta rg ets 
and 
to convince, not 
only the enemy, but the F ree 
World, that we are in this con­ 
flict 
to 
win; 
or 
prepare 
to 
withdraw our troops, and leave 
all of Southeast Asia to be taken 
ov er by the Communists. 
To those who might approve 
o r be inclined to support this 
second alternative, I can only 
rem ind them that by so doing 
we would have not only wasted 
billions that have been expended 
to 
date, 
and have sacrificed 
thousands of casualties, but we 
would not escape the inevitable 
certainty that sooner o r b i t e r - - 
and e a rlie r than most people 
would like to think--we would 
be meeting this same enemy in 
a different area, and without 
the assistan ce and support of 
m illions of Asians, who have 
been resisting communism by 
being willing to sa crifice the 
li\ es of loved ones in the eternal 
hope they could enjoy the F r e e ­ 
dom of a Democ racy. 
To those who believe that by 
escalating the war to include the 
bombing of strategic targets, 
we would be risking the trig ­ 
gering of a Third World War 
which would involve the use of 
atom ic weapons, my question is 
this: Is this risk any greater 
than 
waiting, 
possibly 
five 
y e a r s, until Red China b e co m e s - 


one of the world’ s nuclear pow ­ 
e r s ? 
I realize it is presumptions 
for me, lacking all of the in­ 
form ation which is available to 
President Johnson, to attempt 
to say what his decision should 
be, but I also think it is ap­ 
parent that the United States 
is not prepared to continue in­ 
definitely the type of war in 
which we have been engaged, 
refraining 
from the effective 
use of the weapons we ha\e to 
inflict 
decisive 
destruction, 
p articularly when the “ peace 
offensive” 
in which we have 
been engaged for the past month, 
has admittedly produced no r e ­ 
sults. 
In closing, maj I remind those 
who have been critica l of P r e s ­ 
ident Johnson, that he inherited 
this 
war 
from 
the 
last two 
adm inistrations, and that it was 
G eneral Eisenhower who made 
the decision which got us into 
this m ess in which we are now- 
forced to “ make the l>est of a 
bad bargain .”

23 and March 7 . 
Tlte mem orial has its origin 
in 
Churchill’ s 
Iron 
Curtain 
speech delivered at W estmins­ 
te r college in Fulton, March 5, 
1946. 
The plan was discussed with 
college 
officials 
and 
rep­ 
resentatives 
of the St. L ouis, 
M o., 
branch of the English 
Speaking union in June, 1961. 
Selection of the church was 
based upon architectual quali­ 
ties and for harmony of an ur­ 
ban 
church 
in 
a 
sem i-rural 
setting. 
The London Council for 
the 
C are of Churches assisted in 
the choice. 
On Jan. 14, 1964, the diocese 
of London was 
directed to a r­ 
range for tran sfer to the United 
States of the church as a gift 
and as a tribute 
to Churchill- 
Marshall 
Sisson, was com ­ 
missioned to serve as arch itect 
in 
charge of the dismantling 
p ro cess. 
Dismantling began 
July 7, 1965, with the lifting and 
marking of the first stone. 
Only the external stonework 
will be shipped, along with the 
Corinthian columns that remain 
standing. 
The 
marked 
stones 
were 
strapped to wooden tray s on the 
site and taken to dockside. 
Detailed drawings 
of all the 
elevations showing the individ­ 
ual stones have been suppled to 
A rchitect Fred Sternberg in St.

CHURCH OF ST. MARY ALDERMANBURY, a s it appeared in 1941. Its 
walls and supporting p illa rs a re all that rem ain a fte r its interior was gutted 
by an incendiary bomb during the battle of Britain in 1941. By 1966, the 
historic church will begin a new life on the W estm inister College cam pus, 
Fulton, Mo., as a non-sectarian chapel and library, when it is fully r e ­ 
stored, stone-by-stone, 
as a permanent A m erican memorial to Sir YYin- 
ston Churchill and his famous “ Iron C urtain” speech there. The original 
St. Mary Aldermanbury was built in the twelfth century, resting on the 
corn er of the Roman wail which defended the Old City of London. It 
was destroyed in the great fire of 1666 and replaced by this building, 
designed and built by the English architect, Sir Christopher W ren . W ren 
is 
best known for his restoration of St. P aul’s cathedral a few minutes 
walk from St. M ary’s and also ruined in the great fire.

Washington 


After t h r e e week* of practical­ 
ly no legislative activity, the 
Second Session of the 89th Con­ 
gress, 
which reconvened on 
Jan u an 
IO, is about to settle 
down to work. On Thursday, 
J antjar v 27, the first quorum 
call (with the exception of the 
opening day) revealed that 329 
out of the 425 menacers of the 
House were present. On the 
sam e day, during the adoption 
of several resolutions, author­ 
izing luuds for standing com­ 
m ittees, a second roll < all by a 
vote of 299-24 approved $425,- 
000 for continuing Investiga­ 
tions by the Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee. Last year 
43 voted against this authorizu* 
Hon. 
During these first three weeks. 
President Johnson, after de­ 
livering his State OI the Union 
message before a Joint Session 
of Congress, which was tele­ 
vised, sent nine other messages 
to Congress, which will form 
the basis for future legislation. 
There are still other messages 
to come, indicating that the 
President has suggested a work 
load for Congress which will 
make it most difficult, if not 
impossible, to adjourn at the 
early date (not later than July) 
indicated last year, when Con­ 
gress remained in session until 
October 23. 
In his State of the Union m es­ 
sage and again in his Budget 
message, the President says he 
is 
requesting an increase in 
expenditures for domestic pro­ 
gram s of only $000 million, 
and despite the increases e sti­ 
mated for the war in Vietnam, 
he predicts an overall deficit 
in the Administrative budget of 
only $1.8 billion. Frankly, Your 
Representative 
believes the 
President is overly optimistic, 
and that the only way this deficit 
can be held to this relatively 
sm all figure is either by a 
greater Increase in taxes than 
has t>een recommended by the 
President, or by cutting back- 
on program s authorized last 
year, and withholding approval 
of new programs recommended 
for this year. 
If congressional mail is any 
indication, which I l>elieve it 
is, concern over the conduct of 


the war in Vietnam is mount­ 
ing daily, and the President, 
within the next few days, will 
be forced to announce his deci­ 
sion on what our policy is to 
be. In my opinion he has two 
alternatives: Either step up the 
bombing to include strategic 
targets and to convince, not 
only the enemy, but the Free 
World, that we are in this con­ 
flict to win; or prepare to 
withdraw our troops, and leave 
all of Southeast Asia to be taken 
over by the Communists. 
To those who might approve 
or i« inclined to support this 
second alternative, I can only 
remind them that by so doing 
we would have not only wasted 
billions that have been expended 
to date, and have sacrificed 
thousands of casualties, but we 
would not escape the inevitable 
certainty that sooner or la te r— 
and earlier than most people 
would like to think--we would 
be meeting this same enem> in 
a different area, and without 
the assistance and support of 
millions of Asians, who have 
been resisting communism by 
being willing to sacrifice the 
lives of loved ones in the eternal 
hope they could enjoy the F ree­ 
dom of a Democracy. 
To those who believe that by 
escalating the war to include the 
bombing of strategic targets, 
we would be risking the trig ­ 
gering of a Third World War 
which would involve the 
of 
atomic weapons, my question is 
this: Is this risk any greater 
than 
waiting, possibly five 
years, until Red China becomes 


one of the world’s nuclear pow­ 
ers? 
I realize it is presumptions 
for me, lacking all of the in­ 
formation which is available to 
President Johnson, to attempt 
to say what his decision should 
be, but I also think it is ap­ 
parent that the United States 
is not prepared to continue in­ 
definitely the type of war in 
which we have been engaged, 
refraining from the effective 
use of the weapons we ha.e to 
inflict 
decisive 
destruction, 
particularly when the "peace 
offensive” in which we have 
been engaged for the past month, 
has admittedly produced no re ­ 
sults. 
In closing, may I rem iud those 
who have been critical of P res­ 
ident Johnson, that he inherited 
this war from the last two 
administrations, and that it was 
General Elsenhower who made 
the decision which got us into 
this mess in which we are now 
forced to “ make the t**st of a 
bad bargain.” 


Church 
Put on 
Ships 


LONDON - The Christopher 
Wren church St. Mary Alder­ 
manbury, which will stand in 
Fulton, Mo., as a memorial to 
Sir Winston Churchill, is being 
placed aboard United States line 
steam ers, The American Cour­ 
ier and The American Com­ 
mander, and will leave London 
Feb. ll and Feb. 20. The church 
will arrive in Norfolk, Va., Feb. 
23 and March 7. 
The memorial has its origin 
in Churchill’s 
Iron 
Curtain 
speech delivered at Westmins­ 
ter college in Fulton, March 5, 
1946. 
The plan was discussed with 
college 
officials and 
rep­ 
resentatives 
of the St. Louis, 
Mo., 
branch of the English 
Speaking union in June, 1961. 
Selection of the church was 
based upon architectual quali­ 
ties and for harmony of an ur­ 
ban church in a semi-rural 
setting. 
Tile London Council for the 
Care of Churches assisted in 
the choice. 
On Jan. 14, 1964, the diocese 
of London was directed to ar­ 
range for transfer to the United 
States of the church as a gift 
and as a tribute to Churchill. 
Marshall Sisson, was com­ 
missioned to serve as architect 
in charge of the dismantling 
process. 
Dismantling began 
July 7, 1965, with the lifting and 
marking of the first stone. 
Only the external stonework 
will lie shipped, along with the 
Corinthian columns that remain 
standing. 
The 
marked 
stones were 
strapped to wooden trays on the 
site and taken to dockside. 
Detailed drawings 
of all the 
elevations showing the individ­ 
ual stones have been suppled to 
Architect Fred Sternberg in St. 
Louis. 
This careful coordination is 
aimed to make tile task of re­ 
construction sim ple. 
Careful watch has been kept 
for fragments of medieval mas­ 
onry or carvings in the rubble 
backing of the walls, since it is 
known that m aterial from this 
and other 
destroyed churches 
was reused in the rebuilding af. 
ter London’s Great Fire of 
1666. 
Interesting carved fragments 
have l»een found and put aside 
for examination. 
Care was taken during the dis­ 
mantling to avoid interference 
with burial vaults which extend 
under most of the floor. 
It is understood that the Lon­ 
don site is to lie kept as an 
open space, and it is likely that 
the vaults will I* kept open and 
excavations carried down to 
the Homan level under arch eo ­ 
logical direction. 
The transshipment is almost 
one year to the date of Church­ 
ill’s death on January 24, 1965. 
Dedication of the memorial is 
planned for October and will 
mark Ute 20th anniversary of 
Churchill’s 
Westminster col­ 
lege address* 
The leadership of interna­ 
tional figures is a testimonial 
to the members of this effort 
to erect a suitable memorial 
to Churchill.

One of Two Will 
Wear White Collar 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A ra­ 
tional commission said today 
virtually one out of every two 
workers iii the United States 
will wear a white collar by 1973. 
Other highlights of predicted 
job trends set forth in a 210- 
page report by the Natioial 
Commission on Technology, Au­ 
tomation and Economic Prog­ 
ress: 
The number of farm workers 
will decline by alxiut 950,000 in 
the next decade. 


Payrolls of state and local 
governments will show the big­ 
gest gains, rising by 69 per cent. 
Manufacturing industries ex­ 
pected to register the largest 
ncreases in number of jobs arc 
instruments 
and

products, up 38 per cent, and 
rubber and miscellaneous plas­ 
tic products, up 34 per cent. 
Biggest job declines in manu­

tier, a thin line of blue-hel meted 
United Nations troops quietly 
keeps the peace in an almost 
forgotten trouble spot. 
Only a few years ago, head­ 
lines were full of the Gaza Strip 
as Egyptian and Israeli forces 
battled in this coastal area of 
Palestine. 
Today the strip is quiet. The

UNEF — keeps it that way. 
Western, Communist and so­ 
called non • aligned n a t i o n s 
combined to form an effective 
force for peace. More than 400 
soldiers from Yugoslavia stand 
with 4,000 troops from Canada, 
Denmark, 
Sweden, 
Norway, 
India and Brazil to keep Israelis 
and Egyptians separated in the 
• Gaza Strip and along the inter­ 
national frontier in Sinai. 
The force first took up posi­ 
tions in March 1957. 
“ Incidents have been few,”

ployed full-time as a result of 
some type of vocational train­ 
ing or assistance which 
they 
received through special educa­ 
tion. The program is designed 
to provide educational and vo­ 
cational experiences to 
stu­ 
dents who are not able toadjust 
to or benefit from our regular 
program. 


School is important. Obvious- 
iy, our youngsters cannot re­ 
ceive the benefits which they 
w ill receive from education, or 
at least those which we should 
be giving them, unless school 
is in session. We hate to dis­ 
miss for any reason but when the 
safety of our children is en­ 
dangered to a considerable ex­ 
tent, as it sometimes is in some 
kinds of bad weather, we feel 
that it is necessary to dismiss 
school. Such was the case dur­ 
ing the ice storm this week. Not 
that the weather alone was too 
Iud, but fallen power lines or 
the possiblity of them, and dan­ 
ger from falling tree limbs, in 
our judgment, was such that we 
felt the dism issal of the school 
was called for. It is not the 
policy of our Board of Educa­ 
tion to dismiss school just be­ 
cause of Iud weather. We hope 
it is not necessary for us to do 
so again this winter. In 
the 
event that we must do so, this 
information will be given to the 
radio station prior to time for 
tlie 
school buses to operate. 


Last week we read an article 
entitled, 
“ An 
Am erican De­ 
fector Comes Home/’ in 
the 
f-ehruary 
8 
issue 
of LOOK 
magazine. Tins article explains 
why 
one 
of 
the 
American 
soldiers, who was captured dur­ 
ing the Korean W ar, chose to 
remain in China. He is now tuck 
in the United States and the ar­ 
ticle tells something about his 
experiences, especially the so­ 
called “ brain washing” proc- 
cess of the Communists. One 
statement he made particular­ 
ly 
impressed us as it is in 
some ways an indictment of our 
system of education. Tile state­ 
ment which we will quote was 
in reference to his inability to 
counter the arguments and prop­ 
aganda which he was subjected 
to by the Chinese Communists. 
He said, “ I had never heard of 
M arxism . Marx had never been 
mentioned in our school that I 
can re me miler. He should tiave 
been; we ought to have been 
given a lusic idea of his theor­ 
ies. There ought to be a whole 
course on 
c o m m i i n i s m « .i n t p l - 


lectual 
discussions, 
not 
just 
fanatical discussions. There is 
no way of combating an argu­ 
ment in its favor unless you 
know something about it.” 
I am not sure that schools 
a re doing a great deal better 
today than they were when this 
man received his education. It 
would appear to us that not only 
should students be taught, as ob­ 
jectively 
as possible, about 
Communism, but what is more 
important they should be taught 
more about our own system of 
government, how it gives those 
who wish to participate, a voice 
in how 
our country should be 
governed, die system of free 
enterprise winch we generally 
enjoy and the freedoms which we 
too often take for granted. And 
that Democracy cannot 
con­ 
tinue to exist 
unless our citi­ 
zens are enlightened through 
good education and that going 
with 
the many 
privileges we 
have, 
is a re sp o n sib ly 
to 
preserve 
these 
privileges 
brough our individual partici­ 
pation and vigilance. 


The English Department 
at 
the Senior High School is mak­

is relatively well estab­ 
lished and understood by about 
everyone that one of the bene­ 
fits of education is financial; 
the more education a person has 
the more money, on the aver­ 
age, he earns. But we do not 
believe this to be the most im­ 
portant outcome of 
education 
or its principal aim . 
Probably we w ould place good 
citizenship, measured in terms 
of participation in government 
at all applicable levels, the abil­ 
ity to understand and relate to 
ones fellows and the realization 
that all people have rights and 
are entitled to the same priv- 
leges, assuming they make an 
effort in relation to their abil­ 
ity. In fact, it is almost im ­ 
possible to list all of the pos­ 
sible benefits which the individ­ 
ual and society as a whole can 
receive from proper education. 
A few of the more important out­

the

only pays 31.08 per cent of the 
cost of its public education. That 
Missouri is able to do better is 
proven by the fact that only 12 
states in the union enjoy a high­ 
er per capita income in rela­ 
tion to children enrolled in 
schools and only Deleware and 
Alaska collect a sm aller per 
cent of state and local taxes In 
relation to per capita income.

Most previous studies of prob­ 


lem s of the elderly have been 
made in metropolitan areas, and 
findings may or may not be ap­ 
plicable to health, health needs 
and related matters to persons 
in towns of 250 to 5,000 popula­ 
tion. 
The field studies w ill extend 
to 2,000 persons who will be 
visited in the towns, selected at 
random. Local residents have 
been contacted in advance and 
they promise their cooperation 
in the survey. 
Persons to be interviewed also 
w ill be selected at random and 
w ill be questioned in their own 
homes by teams, all of them 
women and selected because of 
experience and competence. In­ 
formation they obtain will be 
kept in confidence and will lie 
used only to supply data for the 
project.

School is important. Obvious­ 
ly, our youngsters cannot re­ 
ceive the benefits which they 
will receive from education, or 
at least those which we should 
be giving them, unless school 
is in session.

the school buses to operate.

lectual discussions, not just 
fanatical discussions. There is 
no way of combating an argu­ 
ment in its favor unless you 
know something about it." 
I am not sure that schools 
are doing a great deal better 
today than they were when this 
man received his education. It 
would appear to us that not only 
should students lie taught, as ob­ 
jectively 
as possible, about 
Communism, but what is more 
important they should lie taught 
more about our own system of 
government, how' it gives those 
who wish to participate, a voice 
in h«»w 
our country should be 
governed, the system of free 
enterprise which we generally 
enjoy and the freedoms which we 
too often take for granted. And 
that Democracy cannot 
con­ 
tinue to exist 
unless our citi­ 
zens are enlightened through 
good education and that going 
with 
the many 
privileges we 
have, 
is a responsibly 
to 
preserve 
these 
privileges 
hrough our individual partici­ 
pation and vigilance. 


The English Department at

Soap, Surgeons and 
Basketballs Play 


Vital Role in Viet Nam 


(This is the first in a series of three articles by F. Jeffery 
Farrell, Wichita, 
Kansas who has spent the last 2 1/2 years 
administering CARE’s program in Viet Nam.) 


by F. JEFFERY FARRELL 
CARE’s program in Viet Nam 
began in 1954 during the 300 day 
free passage period set by the 
Geneva Conference. Under the 
free passage agreem ent those 
Vietnamese in either the North 
o r the South were perm itted to 
go to the other half of the coun­ 
try. Almost 900,000 Northern­ 
e rs chose to go South, 
most 
with little more than they could 
carry in their arm s. The ma­ 
jority 
were farm ers, going to 
an unfam iliar land with at best 
uncertain prospects of finding 
land to settle on and farm. 
The 
Vietnamese 
Government 
established refugee centers and 
new villages for them, 
and 
CARE helped 
feed and 
re­ 
settle 
tens of thousands of 
these hom eless individuals and 
fam ilies. 
In the past eleven years CARE 
in Viet Nam has expanded its 
areas of interest to the point 
where it is now involved 
in 
three 
m ajor 
categories 
of 
assistance. 
These are the 
MEDICO Volunteer Specialist 
Program , Food 
Crusade and 
Self-Help. 
Under 
CARE’s 
MEDICO 
Volunteer- Specialist Program 
surgeons 
in several 
fields 
spend a month or more in Viet 
Nam working with Vietnamese 
surgeons, with a dual emphasis 
on 
the importance of 
basic 
medical 
and surgical 
pro­ 
cedures and specialized surgi­ 
cal techniques within the volun­ 
te e r’s 
fields of interest. The 
Specialist Program began in 
the spring of 1962 
with 
the 
• Saigon Orthopedic 
Program . 
Since 
then about one hundred 
Orthopedic, 
General, 
and 
Plastic 
Surgeons 
and Ob­ 
stetricians have gone 
to Viet 
Nam under CARE’s auspices. 
They pay their own transporta­ 
tion and living expenses and are 
volunteers in the fullest sense 
of the word. They usually oper­ 
ate in two or more of the large 
civilian 
and m ilitary hospi­ 
tals in Viet Nam, but they may 
go anywhere from the southern 
tip of the country to Danang, 
six hundred miles to the North. 
Under the Food Crusade P ro ­ 
gram 
em phasis 
necessarily 
changes 
from self-help 
to 
em ergency relief.

Vietnamese CARE gives rice, 
salt,

The packaged foods 
are contributions-in-kindfrom 
American food processing com­ 
panies. Recently we have dis­ 
tributed 
spaghetti sauce, le­ 
mon pudding, gravy mix 
and 
instant maple syrup powder. All 
of 
these 
may sound 
inap­ 
propriate 
for people whose 
staple is rice and who are not 
accustomed to American foods. 
We discovered 
that the spag­ 
hetti 
sauce 
and gravy 
mix 
make ideal sauces to eat with 
rice 
and to make American 
surplus wheat more palatable. 
They even 
make good 
soup 
when a lot of water is added. 
Lemon pudding (turned into a 
dip for breakfast bread) 
was 
a real treat in orphanages. In­ 
stant 
maple 
syrup powder 
turned out to be no more than 
brown sugar and was truly wel­ 
comed 
by villagers who could 
not afford to buy the sugar they 
needed. 
A non-food 
contribution-in- 
kind which CARE distributes in 
Viet Nam with amazing success 
is ordinary 
hand soap. 
We 
have distributed more than a 
million bars of soap in the past 
year. In every village in Viet 
Nam children suffer from skin 
rashes and running sores which 
are uncomfortable and 
un­ 
healthy. 
Through distribution 
of hand soap donated by Am eri­ 
can 
m anufacturers 
we dis­ 
covered 
that many 
of these 
skin problem s are cured m erely 
by washing with good, 
strong 
non-irritating American soap. 
The 
sweet 
sm ell has 
psy­ 
chological benefit and is much 
appreciated. 
Most 
soap is 
delivered to U.S. m ilitary medi­ 
cal action team s which travel 
all over the country visiting 
villages, holding 
clinics and 
giving pills and simple medi­ 
cines. 
These teams are also 
a channel for vitamin:* 
and 
medicine* like cough syrup do­ 
nated 
to 
CARE 
by 
manu­ 
facturers. 
In the past couple of years 
our largest Self-Help 
project 
provided tens of thousands of 
farm ers in the Viet Nam High­ 
lands with basic agricultural 
hand tools and a supplemen­ 
tary ration of rice. 
Many of 
the 
recipients 
were Monta- 
gnards, hill-dwelling tribesm en 
whose 
living 
standards 
are 
about 
as low 
as those of the 
poorest aborigines in A ustralia 
or prim itive Indians in South 
A merica. To selected villages, 
m ot! of them inhabited by re­ 
se ttle rs from Viet Cong areas 
or 
the 
lowlands, CARE 
gave hand tools to each family, 
along with monthly rations or 
rice and salt to supplement 
what food they could raise. At 
the end of six months, no more 
rice and salt were given; the 
recipients were living on their 
own crops 
which the 
CARE 
tools helped them plant 
and 
harvest. 


To rural midwives who deliver 
babies on ordinary tables with 
nothing m ore than a pair of 
rusty and often broken scis­ 
sors and perhaps a couple of 
pairs of forceps we give the 
CARE 
Midwifery Kit, which 
contains the instrum ents and 
supplies 
they need to deliver 
under 
acceptable 
hygienic 
conditions. 
To elem entary school children 
who 
often 
use a single note­ 
book all year long, erasing the 
pages and 
re-using them time 
and again for lack often piasters 
for another 
notebook, CARE 
gives a locally purchased e le ­ 
mentary school kit. Fifty cents 
from an American donor puts 
into the hands of a village child 
one of these kits, containing two 
notebooks, two pen points, 
a 
pen holder, a plastic ink bot­ 
tle, 
tw enty-four 
ink pellets, 
four blotters, a ruler, an un­ 
breakable slate, 
four pieces 
of chalk, 
two pencils, and two 
e ra se rs, 
all in a plastic bag. 
Printed on each notebook is a 
message telling 
the child his 
kit was provided through CARE 
by a private American citizen 
who wants to help him with his 
school work. 


To schools and other 
insti­ 
tutions with no funds for phy­ 
sical 
education 
equipment 
CARE gives a kit containing a 
soccer 
ball, a volleyball and 
a volleyball net. 
If there is a 
court a basketball is given as 
well. 
Some people 
ask why money 
should be spent for pencils and 
basketballs in a country torn by 
a war, 
the outcome of which 
will make it either an inde­ 
pendent or a conquered nation. 
To our pleasant 
surprise we 
have discovered that the phy­ 
sical education kits does more 
than allow children to pass their 
spare time playing organized 
gam es. Americans in the field 
tell us that the introduction 
of these physical education kits 
into a village often produces 
two 
interesting 
significant 
phenomena. 
One is the spirit 
of competition, where boredom 
is one of the most evident 
facets of everyday ’life. 
The 
second is the development ol 
leaders. This point should not 
be overemphasized, but it has 
peen observed 
and is 
cer 
tainly an interesting and worth­ 
while by-product of the intro­ 
duction of sports equipment in­ 
to a ru ral community. 
Other 
Self-Help 
packages 
CARE provides to needy Viet­ 
namese are agriculture, black­ 
smith, masonry and woodwork­ 
ing 
tool kits, 
sewing kits, 
needle trade kits 
and textile 
packages. 
In any country education is the 
key to its future, its well-being, 
its security. This is especially 
true 
in 
the underdeveloped 
countries. 
Education in Viet 
Nam, in all its aspects, is even 
more im portant than in other 
newly 
independent countries. 
Psychological w arfare is being 
fought by two opposing ideolo­ 
gical forces. 
Every 
citizen 
of Viet Nam is subjected 
to 
argum ents 
from both sides. 
CARE’s role in this ideological 
war is sm all and is incidental 
to our non-political assistance 
to people in need everywhere, 
but it is not insignificant. Pen­ 
cils and basketballs now 
are 
vitally more important 
than 
rifles and bullets later.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— A hatbox-shaped mechanical 
weather man swung into orbit 
around the earth today to herald 
the start of the first fulltime, 
worldwide weather forecasting 
operation. 
The 
picture-taking weather 
satellite will be the first mem­ 
ber of the Tiros operational sat­ 
ellite system if a series of ma­ 
neuvers 
during the next 24 
hours can position it to send 
back to earth pictures of cloud 
formations and storm patterns. 
Its cameras will probably not 
be turned on until Friday morn­ 
ing, officials said. 
The spacecraft, to be called 
ESSA I for Environmental Sur­ 
vey Satellite Administration lf it 
operates successfully, was pro­ 
pelled into a north-south orbit 
by a Delta rocket, which blasted 
off at 2:41 a.m. EST from Cape 
Kennedy. 
The plan called for ESSA I to 
be rocketed into a circular 460- 
mile-high orbit and preliminary 
data indicated it was “ very 
close to normal,” officials of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said. 
The last stage of the 90-foot- 
tall Delta kicked the satellite 
into 
orbit 
over the 
Pacific 
Ocean about 300 miles west of 
Ecuador. To get there it rode 
southeast from Cape Kennedy, 
“ doglegged” to the right near 
Miami, Fla., and sailed over 
Cuba and Central America. 


The 305-pound, drum-shaped 
satellite was to be first posi­ 
tioned so one of its flat sides 
faced the earth. Radio signals 
from the ground during the next 
24 hours were to gradually tip it 
on its side so it would roll like a 
hoop around the globe. 
Its cameras point out from 
opposite sides of the cartwheel 
rim. They are supposed to alter­ 
nately snap pictures of cloud 
formations and storm patterns 
below as the satellite speeds 
along at 18,000 miles an hour. 
Its intended north-south path 
would put it in daylight at all 
tim es and enable the satellite to 
take a near- complete picture of 
the world's weather every day 
as the earth spins inside Its or­ 
bital path.

around the earth today to herald 
the start of the first fulltim e, 
worldwide w eather forecasting 
operation.

Its cam eras will probably not 
be turned on until Friday morn­ 
ing, officials said.

operates successfully, was pro­ 
pelled into a north-south orbit 
by a Delta rocket, which blasted 
off at 2:41 a.m . EST from Cape 
Kennedy. 
The (dan called for ESSA I to 
be rocketed into a circu lar 460- 
mile-high orbit and prelim inary 
data indicated it was “ very 
close to n o rm al," officials of 
the National A eronautics and 
Space Adm inistration said. 
The last stage of the 90-foot- 
tall Delta kicked the satellite 
into 
orbit 
over the Pacific 
Ocean about 300 m iles west of 
Ecuador. To get there it rode 
southeast from Cape Kennedy, 
“ doglegged" to the right near 
Miami, Fla., and sailed over 
Cuba and Central A m erica. 


The 305-pound, drum-shaped 
satellite was to be first posi­ 
tioned so one of its flat sides 
faced the earth . Radio signals 
from the ground during the next 
24 hours w ere to gradually tip it 
on its side so it would roll lik e s 
hoop around the globe. 
Its cam eras point out from 
opposite sides of the cartwheel 
rim . They a re supposed to a lte r­ 
nately snap pictures of cloud 
form ations and storm patterns 
below as the satellite speeds 
along at 18,000 m iles an hour. 
Its intended north-south path 
would put it in daylight at all 
tim es and enable the satellite to 
take a near- com plete picture of 
the w orld's weather every day 
as the earth spins inside its o r­ 
bital path.

River Forecasts 
To Kansas City 


KANSAS CITY (AP)— River 
forecasting for central 
and 
north sections of the Uuited 
States involving some 780,000 
square miles of drainage area, 
will be consolidated in Kansas 
City. 
Roy L . Fox, director of the 
Central Region of Ute Environ­ 
mental Science Services Ad­ 
ministration of the Weather Bu­ 
reau, said the consolidation will 
mean the transfer of hydrolo­ 
gists from the river center at 
St. Louis to Kansas City. 
It will signal Ute end of man­ 
ual performance of complex cal­ 
culations and the beginning of 
computer operation to forecast 
floods and warnings, water sup­ 
ply from high elevation snow 
melt, navigational and munici­ 
pal water uses. 
However, 16 river district 
service centers will continue to 
collect rainfall reports from 
some 1,200 cooperative obser­ 
vers throughout Ute central re­ 
gion for analysis and projected 
forecasting by the Kansas City 
office, 
The drainage area 
includes 
all of the Missouri-Mlssisslppl 
river system above the mouth 
of the Ohio, as well as the Red 
River.
